IN CINCINNATI 


Sun is Shining and a Big Vote is Be-

Cincinnati, O.. Nov. 7 — The heavy 


clouds which overcast the sky early 
this morning have rolled away. The 
sun is shiniiig brightly making it an 
ideal election day and insuring a heavy 
vote. The returns indicate that the 
registered vote, 84,000 will practically 
he cast. There has been no serious 
trouble at the polls and the election is 
passing oft quietly.

A negro 
was brought 'to tie rooms of the hon- 
est elections committee who had a 
badge which had been punched hree 
times. He claimed that each hole rep- 
resented a vote, and that he was to get 
ona doiiar for each- The police are en- 
forcing the 100 foot limit to 4he vot- 
ing Irooihs, but there is much activity 
by party workers outside the proscrib- 
ed liroits.

Both Leaders Confident Today. 
Columbus, Nov. 7.—A heavy vote is 


being cast today throughout Ohio, ac- 
cording to reports received up to noon 
at both Democratic and Republican 
headquarters. 
Voters were out early 


in the towns and cities, and in the 
morning hours more than half of the 
registered 
total had been polled, 


while in the country districts the bal- 
loting is 
reported as proceeding 


smoothly. 


Rival party leaders are' still confi- 


dent of the result, and the claims by 
Senator Dick of 83,000 plurality for 
Herrick and by Democratic Chairman 
Garber of 36,000 for 
Pattison 
still 


stand. Successors to present Republi- 
can incumbents as governor, lieuten- 
ant governor, attorney general, state 
treasurer, justice of the supreme 
court, and member of the board of 
public works are to be chosen, and 
also members of both houses of the' 
legislature and officials of the leading 
cities. The campaign against the re- 
election of Governor Herrick 
began 


months before his renomination, and 
has been carried on so vigorously by 
the anti-saloon league that many Sun- 
day sermons became political address- 
es. That there are defections from 
Herrick the Republican managers ad- 
mit, but they claim that enough new 
adherents have been secured almost to 
balance the loss. 


The officials chosen will probably 


serve for 'three years, instead of two 
as heretofore, pending a constitutional 
amendment for biennial 
elections, 


which seems assured of adoption.

was elected 
governor over Tom L. 


Johnson by a-plurality of 113,812, and 
the Republican vote polled last year 
went much higher, the plurality for

New York. Nov. 7.—Intense interest 


in the local conflict at the polls is 
manifest on all sides., Minor disorders 
marked the progress of the balloting, 
and there were a number of arrests. 
A tremendous vote is being polled. 
Whether McClellan, Hearst or Ivins 
will be chosen to rule the destinies of 
the metropolis for the next four years 
presents a problem, which in the face 
of conditions absolutely unique, baffles 
the skill of even the most experienced 
forecasters of election results. The 
managers of the three mayoralty can- 
didates declare themselves to be ab- 
solutely assured of victory.

The city party 
asserts that the candidates who have 
the indorsement of the Democrats, In- 
dependence Democrats, Prohibitionists 
and the Lincoln part}-, will carry the 
city by at least 60,000. An extremely 
heavy rote, heavier than that cast at 
most presidential elections, is being 
polled. • TJiited States Senator Pen- 
rose and Chairman Wesley R. An- 
drews, of the Republican state com- 
mittee, say they look for Republican 
victory in the city, and that J. Lee 
Plummer, Republican candidate for 
state trearurer, will carry Pennsylva- 
nia by upwards of 100,000.

Suffrage Agitates Maryland. 


Baltimore, Nov. 7.—The campaign 


over the suffrage amendment, which 
bars illiterate voters, has been one of 
the most exciting and bitter in the his- 
tory of the 
state, the Democratic 


party, especially in Baltimore, being 
squarely divided into two factions, 
the pro-amendment forces being led 
by Senator Gorman, and the antis by 
Senator Rayner and 
Governor War- 


field, with the Republicans united un- 
der the leadership of Secretary of the 
Navy Bonaparte. The chairmen of 
the Republican and Democratic state 
committees predict a victory for their 
respective parties, though on account

The fu- 
sion managers have a deputation of 
from ten to thirty unarmed citizens at 
each polling place "to prevent fraud 
and to peaceably but firmly insist on 
a fair count." 


At Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 7.—The leaders 


of both the Republican and 
Demo- 


cratic parties express confidence in 
the outcome of the election. It is es- 
timated that more than ?200,000 has 
been wagered on the result, with the 
odds firm at 2 to 1 in favor of Mr. 
Bookwalter, the Republican candidate 
for mayor. While the result in eleven 
precincts, where voting machines are 
to be used, will be known early this 
evening, it is not expected that the re- 
sult in these districts will accurately 
reflect the outcome. 


All After Schmidt.

The president of 
the board of trade has telegraphed to 
the minister of finance, urgently re- 
questing him to prolong the payment 
of liabilities for six months, and to 
order the state bank not to shorten 
the credit of merchants and to facili- 
tate the rcdiscounting of the bills of 
private banks and banking houses. In 
view of the entire devastation of al- 
most all the Jewish mills, shops and 
factories, the 
trade of Odessa is 


threatened with complete ruin, and 
wholesale bankruptcies are feared.

The governor general of Warsaw is-
